This is the final response to your August 22, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
to the Department of Homeland Security (DHS). Your request was subsequently referred to the 
Office of Intelligence and Analysis (I&A), and was received in this office on August 28, 2019. 
You are seeking: 

Records reflecting the following categories of data for 
each act of domestic terror perpetrated in the United States 
since 2009: 

Date; Number of fatalities; Number of injuries; Location; 

Group or individual responsible; and Type of perpetrator 
responsible (e.g., white supremacist, eco-terrorist, anti-abortion, 

Christian terrorist, Islamist terrorist, etc.) 

In an acknowledgment letter dated August 28, 2019, we declined to respond to your request on 
the grounds that compiling the data you requested would require I&A FOIA to answer questions 
or create records in response to your FOIA request. We subsequently agreed to search for records 
responsive records to this request. 

While a thorough search was conducted for records responsive to your request, unfortunately, we 
were unable to locate or identify any responsive records. 

If you deem this to be an adverse determination, you may exercise your appeal rights. 1 Should 
you wish to do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date
